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Top news events of the year 

Shootings drastically impact 2012

In years past we have always 
given a pretty broad overview 
of the stories that caught our 
attention during the last year. 
This year, however, we have 
opted to provide you with the 
“top stories” of the year as 
we scan the headlines. Two 
shootings caught our attetion in 
2012 while other major events 
are scattered throughout the 
year. 

Unfortunately, we didn’t have 
to wait long for the first shooting 
and the story we deem the most 
significant and the one that 
changed the face of Hickman 
forever. As you can probably 
guess it was the event that 
happened in the early morning 
hours of January 23 when 
shots echoed in the pre-dawn 
hours. This was the morning 
we learned that Mayor Charles 
Murphy had been fatally shot by 
one of Hickman’s own. 

Throughout the course of 
the year, the alleged accused, 
Thomas “Tommy” Lattus would 
appear in court several times 
after undergoing extensive 
psychiatric testing. Back in 
March Lattus was indicted for 
murder with a trial date set 
for September 10. As that date 
loomed closer, Lattus was ruled 
incompetent to stand trial by Dr. 
Richard K. Johnson during a 
hearing held on August 28. 

In November, Lattus was re¬ 
indicted on the murder charge 
after he was ruled competent to

A few clouds. Highs in the mid 40s 
and lows in the low 30s. 
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stand trial. A pre-trial conference 
was scheduled for December 5 
and Lattus found himself back 
in front of Circuit Court Judge 
Tim Langford. On December 5, 
we learned that a second hearing 
would take place on February 14 
after Judge Langford scheduled 
Lattus’ trial to begin on April 
22, 2013. 

Then on December 14 
around 9:30 a.m. Adan Lanza, 
20, shot his way into Sandy 
Hook Elementary School in 
Newtown, CT, killing 26 people 
and then took his own life. The 
media flurry continued on until 
Christmas with lots of talk 
about gun control with an array 
of opinions on how to proceed 
to make sure a tragedy like this 
doesn’t happen again. 

A few other events from 
2012 also changed the shape 
of this quiet river town on a 
significant level, including the 
need to dredge the harbor, the 
drought conditions the region 
experienced, the closing of 
Gannon’s, a fatal accident 
claiming three lives, the 
formation of Fulton County 
Dispatch, and the termination 
of City Manager Larry Myatt. 
These stories filled our pages 
with information that sometimes 
kept us waiting for weeks to 
find out the ultimate outcome of 
each event. 

Like the formation of Fulton 
County Dispatch. Talk began 
surfacing in June of the Fiscal 
Court’s plan to implement a 
county-widedispatch. During the 


next several months Hickman 
Commissioners would gather 
information looking at the pros 
and cons of joining them. The 
City of Fulton made a decision 
quickly to join, mainly due to a 
budget crunch. In August some 
Hickman city officials met with 
members of the 911 Board as 
the city continued to hold out on 
making a decision. 

Fulton County Judge/ 
Executive David Gallagher 
continued to push first for an 
October 1 start up date of the 
service and ultimately started 
county-wide dispatching on 
Tuesday, Oct. 30. The City 
of Hickman finally made the 
decision to join them during 
a November 7 special called 
meeting. Plans were put in place 
to begin dispatching for the 
City out of the Fulton County 
Dispatch Center located in the 
Fulton County Detention Center 
on Monday, Dec. 17. 

Next, ranking close to the top, 
has to be the termination of City 
Manager Larry Myatt. Myatt 
held the position for almost five 
years before he was terminated 
at the very end of the October 
8 regular commission meeting. 
Without a minute’s notice on 
a three to two vote, Myatt was 
no longer employed by the City 
after a long-time career. Nine 
applications were received for 
the position and in December 
the Mayor and Commissioners 
began determining their top

caused extensive damage to 
a 2005 Ford Focus on Friday 
morning, Dec. 28, around 10 
a.m. Ruby Fowler, of Fulton, 
was pulling out to pass a vehicle 
when another vehicle coming at 
her caused her to steer back into 
the other lane. When she did, 
she lost control of the vehicle 
and the car traveled into a ditch 
on the right side of the road. The 


vehicle traveled approximately 
75 yards before stopping in the 
ditch. 

Tri-Cities Ambulance was 
called to the scene to examine 
Fowler, 43, who received a rash 
burn from her seat belt. She 
refused medical treatment. 

Christopher Fowler, 28, also 
from Fulton was uninjured in 
the accident.

Within three days members 
of the Hickman Volunteer Fire 
Department (HVFD) responded 
to two fires. The first occurred on 


Friday, Dec. 21 in the Windward 
Trailer Park. According to a 
HVFD press release, when the 
firefighters arrived on the scene

down. The firemen were on 
the scene for approximately 50 
minutes. 

Two days later, Sunday, 
Dec. 23, they responded to an 
abandon house fire on Terrace 
Drive. “Upon arrival the house 
was fully engulfed,” stated the 
second press release. Men from 
the HVFD were on the scene 
for three hours battling the fire 
and working to keep it from 
speeding through the kudzu. 

The fire department 
extinguished the fire before 
leaving the scene. On Monday, 
Dec. 24, the HVFD was 
back on the scene on Terrace 
Drive to extinguish some hot 
spots that had rekindled. The 
firefighters were on the scene 
for approximately 40 minutes.

As we start a new year the sta¬ 
tus of six-day delivery of mail is 
still yet to be decided. 

The United States Postal 
System (USPS) is required to 
provide Saturday mail delivery. 
The USPS wants to cut out this 
delivery day as a way to cut ex¬ 
penses. Congress is unable to 
reach an agreement on a broad 
postal reform bill, results in 
keeping six-day mail delivery 
intact for a while longer. 

The week before Christmas 
six former and current postal 
workers, part of a group called 
Communities and Postal Work¬ 
ers United, went on strike call¬ 
ing it the “six days starving to 
save six-day delivery” strike. 
Their goal is to stop Congress 
from eliminating Saturday mail 
delivery. 

An article by Alicia M. Cohn 
states “The agency lost $16 


billion in fiscal year 2012, and 
needs to cut around $22.5 bil¬ 
lion from its annual budget by 
2016.” 

Cutting Saturday mail deliv¬ 
ery also means the loss of letter 
carrier jobs and possibly slower 
mail delivery. Items such as 
your weekly newspaper, The 
Hickman Courier , could reach 
you two days later, on Monday. 
This makes the information con¬ 
tained in that edition, lost to you 
for those two extra days. 

Some of our local readers 
agree with the decision to stop 
Saturday mail delivery. “Sure,” 
said Sam Hartman, “If it will 
save the post office, gotta save 
somewhere.” 

While others, like David 
Weatherly, of Hickman, want to 
see Saturday mail continue.

LOST CITY??? - Cory Ramsey, our Outdoorsman, residing in Bowling Green, Ky., and formerly from 
Hickman, was in Fulton County over the holidays and decided to do some digging for the lost city of 
Mabel after viewing a 1914 map of Fulton County that showed the town across the levee at the end of 
Elbow Slough Road where the pumping station is now. He also found information referenced in a 1908 
law review that a man caught a boat there and also mentioned in a 1901 report of the court that said a 
post office was once located there. Ramsey is guessing it was more of a landing, but it did have a store, 
post office and cemetery. Large enough apparently to be called a “city.” While searching for the lost city 
Ramsey said he was “literally on top of the town last week and it is now a swamp in the bottomland of 
Fulton County.” He added that “large trees indicate possible homesites and word is the whole town fell in 
the river in the early 1900s. The Stowe Store was one of the businesses on the river at Mabel.” If anyone 
has more information or photographs of the City of Mabel, please contact us at hickmancourier@bell- 
south.net.

Some examples of resolutions 
include donating to the poor 
more often, to become more 
assertive, or to become more 
environmentally responsible. 

Popular goals include 
resolutions to: 

• Improve well being: lose 
weight, exercise more, eat 
better, drink less alcohol, quit 
smoking, stop biting nails 

• Improve finances: get out of 
debt, save money 

• Improve career: get a better 
job 

• Improve education: improve 
grades, get a better education, 
learn something new (such as 
a foreign language or music), 
study often 

• Improve self: become more 
organized, reduce stress, be less 
grumpy, manage time, be more 
independent, perhaps watch less 
television, play fewer sitting- 


down video games 

Others resolve to take a trip, 
volunteer more, give to charity, 
get along better with people, 
make new friends, or try foreign 
foods. 

The nature of New Year’s 
resolutions may have changed 
during the last decades, but 
many who resolve to stick to 
these resolutions do not succeed. 
According to Wikipedia a 2007 
study involving 3,000 people 
showed that 88% of those who 
set New Year resolutions fail, 
despite the fact that 52% of 
the study’s participants were 
confident of success at the 
beginning. Men achieved their 
goal 22% more often when 
they engaged in goal setting, (a 
system where small measurable 
goals are being set; such as, a 
pound a week, instead of saying 
“losing weight”), while women 
succeeded 10% more when they 
made their goals public and got 
support from their friends.

Zack’s parents were Joel Levi 
Sigmon married 8-5-1847 
Barbara R. Martin (12-17-1823) 
(9-12-1878) from Gibson Co., 
Tennessee. Martha’s parents 
were Reverend Robert Jackie 
Ward (1805) (1860) and Mary 
Elizabeth Calvert (1-16-1829) 
(12-6-1912). Mary Elizabeth 
Calvert Ward’s parents were 
Reverend Levi Calvert (6-7- 
1803) (5-11-1861) and Martha 
A. Farr (1801) (1851). He was 
pastor of Union C.P Church 
(1844)-(1856) and his son, 
Robert L., served as the next 
pastor. Patti Mae attended Old 
Palestine School and graduated 
from Carr Institute in 1910. 
Clyde and Patti Mae lived in 
the Burnette house where he 
farmed. To the union were born 
Mary Laverne (5-12-1911), 
William Pierce (Dub) (6-19-13), 
Naylor Ward (6-16-1916), Annie 
Laurie (11-27-1920) and Cecil 
Calvert (7-10-27). All attended 
Palestine school and graduated 
from Fulton High School. 
Laverne, Dub and Cecil all 
graduated from the University 
of Kentucky.

Laurie attended 
the University of Kentucky and 
graduated from Murray and 
received a Master’s in Library 
Science from the University of 
Tennessee. Laverne attended 
Murray State College and taught 
at Palestine and Carr Elementary. 
After teaching several years 
she attended the University of 
Kentucky and received a B.S. 
in Home Economics. She served 
as Home Agent in Hopkins 
and Graves Counties for nine 
years before returning to Fulton 
County and teaching and retired 
after 32 years. Married Elmer 
Hixson (2-21-1913) 12-16-1944. 
He graduated from Scott County 
High School and the University 
of Ky., with a B.S. Degree in 
Agriculture. After serving in 
World War II, he was a Dairy 
Specialist at the University of 
Ky., and the Pet Milk Co. before 
moving to the farm in Fulton 
County. Bom to this union one 
daughter, Patti Lawrence (10- 
14-47), graduated from Fulton 
High School and received a B.S. 
Degree from Bethel College 
in 1969 and a Master’s Degree 
from University of Tennessee 
at Martin, married Robert C.

Union Church. He is a graduate 
of Hickman County High School, 
X-ray Technology at Nashville, 
Tennessee. Spent four years in 
the Navy and attended Murray 
State and is presently working 
as an X-ray Technician. 

Cecil Calvert married 6-15- 
1958 Mary Lee Tinsley (10-28- 
1935) of Gadsden, Tenn. She 
graduated from Bethel College, 
McKenzie, Tennessee, with 
a B.A. degree in education.

“No,” he said. “Bring the mail 
every day. If they have to charge 
more so be it. Better yet, take 
some of the money they waste 
and subsidize the post office.” 
David Hobbs, also from Hick¬ 
man, and Robert Wollner agree 
with Weatherly. 

Laura Adams sees the respon¬ 
sibility falling to the people. 
“Someone has got to bail the 
government out,” she said. “It 
always falls to the people. They 
(government) don’t know how 
to manage money, that is evi¬ 
dent.” 

Until the postal reform bill 
passes, Saturday delivery will 
still be available. 


First application cut-off period 
for the Environmental Quality 
Incentives Program (EQIP) 
and Wildlife Habitat Incentives 
Program (WHIP) applications 
will be January 18, 2013. 
Lexington, Ky., December 14, 
2012 — The USDA-Natural 
Resources Conservation 

Service (NRCS) in Kentucky 
is encouraging landowners, 
farmers and producers to visit 
their local NRCS office now to 
receive information and apply 
for conservation technical 
assistance and possible financial 
funding opportunities. 

The application process 
for NRCS’s conservation 
programs is continuous, but 
funding selections are made 
at specific times throughout 
the year. The Kentucky NRCS 
first application cutoff period 
date for consideration for 2013 
funds is January 18, 2013. 
Applications received after 
January 18, 2013, will be held 
until the next application cut off 
period, which will be April 19, 
2013. 

NRCS State Conservationist 
Karen Woodrich announced 
this month that technical and 
financial assistance is available 
to eligible applicants for 
the Environmental Quality 
Incentives Program (EQIP). 
EQIP is a conservation program 
that provides financial and 
technical assistance to farmers 
and ranchers who face threats to 
soil, water, air, and related natural 
resources on their land. Through 
EQIP, NRCS develops contracts 
with agricultural producers 


to voluntarily implement 
conservation practices. 

Persons engaged in livestock 
or agricultural production and 
owners of non-industrial private 
forestland are eligible for this 
program. Eligible land includes 
cropland, pastureland, private 
non-industrial forestland, and 
other farm or ranch lands. 

EQIP offers several National 
and State Initiatives, which 
include the Mississippi River 
Basin Healthy Watershed 
Initiative, Seasonal High Tunnel 
Initiative, Organic Initiative, 
On- Farm Energy Initiative, 
Wildlife Initiative, and Forestry 
Initiative. Interested land 
users should visit their local 
NRCS Office to find out what 
opportunities are available 
through each of these EQIP 
Initiatives. 

A second conservation 
program, the Wildlife Habitat 
Incentives Program (WHIP), 
offers opportunities through 
the Working Lands for Wildlife 
(WLFW), which focuses on 
the recovery of certain at- 
risk, threatened or endangered 
wildlife species while helping 
other vulnerable and game 
species that depend on similar 
habitat. In Kentucky, the 
Golden-winged Warbler is the 
species of concern for parts 
of three Kentucky counties 
including Bell, Letcher and 
Harlan. 

“We’re urging producers to 
get their applications in as soon 
as possible to be considered 
for this year’s funding,” said 
Woodrich. 


All recipients of assistance 
are required to develop a 
conservation plan. Conservation 
planning is an integral part 
of the conservation process. 
Landowners should work with a 
conservation planner to develop 
the plan based on the landowner ’ s 
operational goals to improve the 
productivity, sustainability and 
profitability of their operation. 
The conservation plan will 
serve as a roadmap to a variety 
of technical assistance and 
financial assistance through 
EQIP and WHIP, as well as 
other options available to the 
landowner. “We’re getting back 
to our roots with conservation 
planning,” says Woodrich. 
“Conservation planning is the 
vital first step in understanding 
natural resources on your 
land, and also understanding 
how technical and financial 
conservation assistance can be 
incorporated into your operation 
to help you help the land.”

Waddell Visiting Cantillon 

Hickman, KY, Jan. 4 [19131- 
Joe Cantillon, manager of the 
Minneapolis ball club, has two 
famous visitors at his place 
here in Tyrus Raymond Cobb, 
the Detroit star outfielder, and 
his own eccentric pitcher, Rube 
Waddell. 

Cobb arrived yesterday and 
the trio are anticipating much 
pleasure in duck shooting on 
Reelfoot lake during the next 
10 days. Mr. Lombard, Cobb’s 
father-in-law, is also in the 
party. Reports from Cantillon 
about the great duck shooting 
on Reelfoot lake brought Cobb 
posthaste from his Georgia home 
and he brought with him a small 
arsenal. The snow and rain of 
the next few days brought high 
water and plenty of ducks. 

“Rube” Waddell, who has 
adopted Hickman as his winter 
home, is of the opinion that he 
can beat his own manager and the 
noted outfielder in the shooting 
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Joe Cantillon 


game and some rare sport is 
ahead for them. The meeting 
of the men is unique, each a 
star in his own line. Cantillon 
is something of a wizard in the 
association, Cobb, the greatest 
of all ballplayers, and Waddell, 
who has the reputation of most 
eccentric man in baseball. The 
trio have excited much curiosity 
from the Hickman folks. 

The Sporting News 
February 13, 1913 
Rube Waddell gleefully tells 
how he made Ty Cobb “quit” 
during the Georgian’s recent 
visit to Reelfoot Lake. Waddell 
invited Cobb to go out duck 
hunting one fair sunshiny day, 
and Cobb fell into the trap. 

They loaded Ty down with 
several pounds of ammunition, 
a shotgun, several decoys and a 
bundle of provisions. Then they 
started for the shooting grounds, 
several miles from the farm. 

Waddell is a tireless walker, 
thinking nothing of tramping 15 
miles after wild turkey. He hits 
up a hot pace, too, all the way. On 
they went, almost at a trot. Cobb 
is some athlete, but before long 
his shoes began to get heavy. He 
was carrying a heavy load and 
was unaccustomed to that form 
of exercise. Still Waddell kept 
on and Cobb was too proud to 
make any complaint. 

They finally got to their desired 
location. Cobb threw shotgun, 
ammunition, provisions, and 
decoys on the ground and sat 
down abruptly. He wiped his 
brow, then exclaimed: 

“I don’t think much of the 
plan of a month’s training. Four 
days of this kind of dope would 
put any man in perfect shape.”

After losing at home on

Economic Development Partnership reviews 2012 
budget, adds Coffey and Hobbs as board members

The Fulton County-Hickman 
County Economic Development 
Partnership met in special called 
session Dec. 19, in the EDP 
office in Fulton, at 9 a.m. 

The agenda’s item of focus 
was the review of the 2012 
budget, as well as the proposed 
2013 operating budget, and its 
acceptance by the majority of the 
board, including Greg Grissom, 
Fulton County Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher, Hickman 
County Judge/Executive Greg 
Pruitt, Chris Rodgers, Roger 
Kephart, Kent Hutchins, Dan 
Voegeli, LeAnn Hobbs and 
James Coffey, who were present 
for the meeting. George Frazier 
and Greg Curlin were absent 
from the meeting. 

The 2012 budget, Jan. 1- 
Nov. 30, 2012, reflected 

revenue sources including 
Fulton County Fiscal Court and 
Hickman County Economic 
Development Authority, at 
$10,000 each budgeted, and 
actual, recorded at $7,500 and 
$10,000 respectively; Economic 
Development Partnership, 
$31,476 budgeted and actual, 
$25,280; Hickman Industrial 
Development Association, 
$30,856 budgeted, and actual, 
$25,280 actual and Fulton- 
Hickman Counties RECC, 
$16,186, budgeted and actual. 

Expenditures were recorded 
as consulting services, $62,500 
budgeted with actual coming in 
at $62,499.84; communications, 
$5,000 budgeted with actual 
figures totaling $4,965.57; 
office supplies, $2,060 budgeted 
with actual figures at $1,524.92; 


postage, $750 budgeted, actual 
$122.80; dues and subscriptions, 
$2,000 budgeted, with actual 
expenses at $2,129.85; travel 
expenses, $10,000 budgeted 
with actual expenditures totaling 
$8,567; advertising/marketing, 
$12,708, actual, $5,612.11; 
legal work, $2,000 budgeted, 
land acquisition/infrastructure at 
$1,500, with neither designation 
recording expenditures. 

For Jan. 1 - Dec. 31, 2013, 
the budget proposal remained 
the same for budgeted revenue 
sources as the 2012 year, with 
the exception there was a 
$2,608.50 carryover from 2012. 

Referencing expenditures, 
the changes included increasing 
the budgeted amount for 
communications from $5,000 
to $5,250; decreasing postage 
from $750 to $500; increasing 
dues and subscriptions from 
$2,000 to $2,500; increasing 
travel expenses from $10,000 to 
$12,608.50; and decreasing the 
designation for land acquisition 
from $1,500 to $1,000. 

Appointments to replace 
Kenney Etherton and Larry 
Myatt, former members of 
the Revolving Loan Fund 
Committee, were made, with the 
acceptance of James Coffey and 
LeAnn Hobbs for nominations 
for the positions. 

The board adjourned into 
closed executive session for 
the purpose of discussion of 
personnel as well as an industrial 
project, returning the findings of 
the review committee, resulting 
from evaluation of the Executive 
Director, Eddie Crittendon. 


Recommendations included 
the executive director and any 
board member able and willing, 
may participate in training aimed 
at working with prospective 
business and industrial clients in 
regard to ability to market and 
“close the deal.” 

Also, the review committee 
recommended the board 
compensate the director 
in the form of a 4% total 
compensation increase, in the 
amount of $2,500, to be applied 
to his monthly in district travel 
check, $1,200 per month, and 
remaining $1,300 to be added 
to his personal contract amount. 

The board approved the 
recommendation, with 

board member Dan Voegeli 
abstaining. 

Following the adjournment 
of the board meeting, a meeting 
of the Fulton County-Hickman 
County Revolving Loan 
Committee was called to order, 
and immediately adjourned into 
closed executive session for 
the purpose of discussion of an 
industrial prospect. 

The following results were 
recorded from closed executive 
session: 

• Passed resolution 2012-1, 
authorizing the county attorney 
to draft a loan agreement 
between the revolving loan 
fund committee and the 
Fulton Industrial Development 
Authority (FIDA), the loan will 
be for the amount of $680,000 
amortized over 15 years at 
a 2.5% interest rate with the 
revolving loan fund holding a 
first mortgage on the property.

The 11th Armored Calvary’s Veterans of Viet¬ 
nam and Cambodia has an active organization 
that meets yearly and provides support, fellow¬ 
ship and comfort to those who 
served in the Vietnam War and 
to provide help to the families of 
their members. 

One of their most popular and 
important projects is their schol¬ 
arship program. In 1996 the 
11ACVVC formed a scholar¬ 
ship program and has awarded 
317 college scholarships totaling 
$971,000. The scholarships are 
made available to the descendents 
of members, and each scholarship 
is given in memory and honor of 
a fallen hero. Those receiving the 
scholarships receive a certificate 
suitable for framing, honoring the KIA name as¬ 
signed to the scholarship. Duplicates are sent to 
the next of kin. 

One of the 2012 scholarships was awarded to 
Amanda David. Amanda is the daughter of Den¬ 
nis Kelley, K Troop, 66-67. Amanda’s scholar¬ 


ship will allow her to return to school to change 
her career, a long-time dream of hers. 

Her scholarship was given in honor of Mitch¬ 
ell Lynn Kemp, a native of Hickman, Kentucky, 
County Seat of Fulton County. 
Mitchell, the son of Thomas Jo¬ 
seph Kemp and Josie Lucille 
Terrett, graduated from Fulton 
County High School in 1965. He 
joined the U.S. Army in May of 
that year and began his military 
service at Fort Knox. He was sent 
to Vietnam in September of 1967, 
where he was killed while driv¬ 
ing an armored personnel carrier 
that hit a land mine. He is buried 
in the Hickman City Cemetery 
and has a memorial in Frankfort. 
Mitchell was the only casualty 
from Fulton County during the 

Vietnam War.

choices preparing for the 
interview process. As of 
December 31, a replacement 
had not been named. 

Weather, river levels, and 
fire seem to culminate some 
of the next top events that 
come to mind when reviewing 
2012. In February we heard 
the news that the harbor would 
be dredged, but we would wait 
several months for it to become 
reality. Meanwhile, as the region 
continued to experience severe 
drought-like conditions, river 
levels continued to fall. 

The river gauge at Cairo read 
12.58 feet in mid June, forcing 
the harbor to shut down. Thus, 
crippling the Hickman-Fulton 
County Riverport, the Dorena- 
Hickman Ferry and other 
businesses who depend on the 
harbor to operate. 

The Weeks Venture (dredge) 
finally arrived on July 23 
working for several days cutting 
into the harbor. Additional 
funds were needed to dredge 
at the Riverport’s dock. The 
Delta Regional Authority came 
through with the funding while 
the Weeks Venture was still 
in the area and the work was 
performed in August. 

Meanwhile, the drought 
continued on, impacting food 
prices and creating low county 
yields. Early in August Under 
Secretary Karis T. Gutter was 
in Fulton County talking to area 
farmers as the drought raged on. 
Through September, October, 
and November the lack of rain 
kept the river levels down and 
in late November, actions by the 
Army Corps of Engineers on 
the Missouri River, threatened 
barge traffic on the Mississippi 
River. Senator Rand Paul spoke 
out about it and Governor Steve 
Beshear held a conference call 
concerning action taken up and 
down the Mississippi to keep 
industry vital in the region. 

Fires took place in February, 
two in June, and another in May, 
keeping the Hickman and Cayce 
VolunteerFireDepartmentsbusy. 
One structure after another was 
damaged by fire and then things 
were quiet until December 10 


when two apartments in Davis 
Park were destroyed by a grease 
fire. Luckily, no one was injured 
in these blazes. 

Three companions traveling 
in a 2001 Chevy Tahoe were not 
so fortunate. All three perished 
on September 29 while heading 
East on Hwy 94. Hickman 
mourned the loss of Anthony 
Bledsoe, 32, Marcus Winters, 
41, and O’Mar Buchanan, 35. 

Some bad news surfaced back 
in March as we learned that the 
U.S. Postal Services’ financial 
troubles could jeopardize 
the future of the Paducah 
Processing Plant and the fate 
of the Columbus Post Office. 
We later learned there would be 
a delay in the final decision of 
these two important facilities. 

We also heard rumblings 
of the closing of Gannon’s 
Hardware store after almost 40 
year of business in Hickman. 
On September 29, Gannon’s 
opened and closed their doors 
for the last time as Jack and 
Helen Gannon retired from the 
hardware store business. This 
affected many of the residents of 
and other remaining businesses 
in Hickman, forcing them to 
travel elsewhere for needed 
supplies they once purchased 
from the local hardware store. 

Well, the weather, once again 
seems to want to have the last 
say and on Christmas morning 
residents in western Kentucky, 
southernIllinois,partsofIndiana, 
and northwest Tennessee were 
put under a blizzard watch. 
Snow accumulations were 
expected over 12 inches in some 
areas. Southern Illiniois and 
Indiana were hit the hardest with 
some areas receiving over a foot 
of snow. The Everett Stewart 
airport in Obion County, Tenn., 
received 4 inches. 

We are sure there were other 
stories that shaped the lives of 
everyone in Hickman during the 
last twelve months, but these are 
the ones that stand out most as 
we scanned the front pages over 
the last 51 weeks in the year of 
2012.
